Status of Application 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed April 1, 2002, has been entered in the application. Claims 
15-28 are pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 15-18, 20-25, and 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Liebherr-Werk (DE 295 04 867, cited by applicant). Liebherr-Werk teaches a radiator 
arrangement for a vehicle (22) including at least three air-permeable radiators (11, 12, 13) 
defining three non-parallel sides of a chamber, and a fan (6) supported on a plate (4) attached to 
the outside of the chamber, the chamber defined on at least one side by a non-air-permeable 
support plate (2, 3) which includes upstanding brackets (7, 8) to which radiators are removably 
mounted, forming a substantially complete enclosure when mounted, to the breadth claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 19 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Liebherr-Werk in view of Cambeis (DE 24065, cited previously). The reference of Liebherr-Werk 
is discussed above and fails to teach at least one radiator being pivotally connected in order to 
provide access. Cambeis teaches a vehicle wherein a radiator (3) is provided with a swivel or 
pivot mount (5) in order to allow access to a further component, in this case the engine (1). It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make at 
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least one radiator of the arrangement of Liebherr-Werk pivotally mounted as taught by Cambeis 
for the purpose of providing access to the chamber. 

Response to Comments 

6. Applicant's comments, concerning the previously applied references are noted., but are 
moot in view of the withdrawal of the previously applied references and the new grounds of 
rejection, based upon the reference to Liebherr-Werk cited by applicant.
